In 1887 the LegisUtui a patsed an act 


requiring the Surveyor-General to 
cause to bo made an aecnrat,? survey of 
the railroads in tbis State which ex- 
tencj from orio boundary line of the 
State to the other and determine thu 
number of miles of main track and 
side truck in eacl. of the counties of 
this State and place monuments at all 
points where such railroad crossei any

Legislature of 1891 passed (in act grant- 
ing to the Utah and Nevada Air Tjini 
.Railway Company tho right to con- 
struct a road from tho eastern bound 
ary to the western boundary of tho 
State through the counties of White 
Pine, Euiel:a, Lander, Churchill ant 
Wsahoe. and provided tbut it should 
receive from- eaoh of said coimlie 
bonds to the amount of $3,000 for each 
and every milt; of road built througl 
those counties. Some members of the 
Legislature- proposed to amend the act 
by extending the rights and privileges 
which it granted specifically to the Air 
Line Company to any company thai 
would build the road. This common 
.iense proposition was not listened to 
uud those who suggested it were de- 
nounced as enemies of progress). Now 
it is known tbat the only feasible route 
for the Air Liuo or any other new road 
in Northern Nevada across the Sierra 
Nevada, is owned by or mortgaged to 
the Southnrn Pacific Company. This 
route is through lieokwith Pass, twenty 
miles north of Tlono. A narrow guage 
road runs through tho pass into Sierra 
Valley and Plunids county, California 
With this pass in possession of the 
.Southern 1'acifiV that company can 
anap its fingers at any company that 
threatens to build an opposition Hue 
from the east through Northern or 
Central Nevada to Hi9 Pacific. The 
Air Lino, theraioro, if it ever had n. 
tangible existence, has vanished into 
air and can only bo built on tho earth 
by the Southern Pacific or with its 
consent.

Irrltntecl by China'* Uttluy It May Km) 


Peauu Negotiations. 


WASHINGTON, January 3.—It is the 


jelief of officials in a position to know 
;he status of affairs between Ji pun 
md China that Japan will declare the 
peace negotiations otf unless China 
jasteus them. There is increased irri- 
tation on the part of Japan as to the 
delays in presenting definite proposals. 
More than a mouth has passed since it 
was agreed that a tender of peace con- 
ditions would be considered by Japan 
and as yet the conditions have not 
bftin offeied and there is doubt ab to 
China's plenipotentiaries haviujt the 
right to make any final offers. 


Already the Jupiuibse Government is 


inclining to the unanimous demand ol' 
the native pret-s to make far greatm 
demands than were contemplated when 
the peace negotiations began. At that 
time the general understanding was 
that the basis of peace would be a cash 
indemnity and the independence of 
Coi ea. Now, however, thero is an inti 
mation that Japan may no longer 
accept the conditions as proposed, but 
may insist also on China's ceding ex- 
tensive territory. This sentiment is 
urivei sal, and it is believed that Japau 
will soou make it known to China 
probablv through Minister Pun at 
Tokio, that procrastination in present- 
ing the terms of settlement if, such 
that tho negotiations will be abandoned 
unless closed v/ithin a reasonable and 
drflnito time 


I'here are evidences that Japan is 


prepared for un aggressive movement 
calculated to impress China and the 
plenipotentiaries with Japan's ability 
to increase tho advantage she has 
already secured. 


A gentleman who has been some 


years in diplomatic service in Oliina 
points out that it is an invariable rule 
with China not to grant absolute power 
to her plenipotentiaries, but merely to 
confer advisory powers on them,

The JOUHNVL hjs been informed that 


type-written letters, some of which i on- 
tain more or less scurrilous language, 
are being sent to various persons in 
town. The name of some respectable 
person is always signed to the letter. 
Tbia may be considered innocent amuse- 
ment by those engaged in it, but it is 
very dangerous, nevertheless*. An act 
of the Legislature, approved February 
21, 1883. provides: 


" If any person shall knowingly 


send or deliver any letter or writing 
threatening to accuse another of a 
crime or misdemeanor, or to expose or 
publish any of his infirmities or failings, 
with intent to extort money, goods, 
chattels, or other valuable things; or 
threatening to maim, wound, kill, 
murder, or to burn or destroy his or 
her house or other property, or to 
accuse another of a crime or misde- 
meanor, or to expose or publish any of
